WOMAN HURT IN BRIDGE RUSH

I 
do not know if we can continue to go 
as far, if, as I have reason to believe 
will be the case, in a few hours or per- 
haps even now the insurgents repeat 
their Agua Prieta tactics at Ciudad 
Juarez. Should they place themselves 
in a position that could only be attacked 
by endangering American lives and 
property—well, let us hope ft will not 
happen. I for one do not know what 
we should do.

TOURISTS SCARED AT JUAREZ. 


Party of Frenchmen There When the 
Rebels Fired Shells Into the Town. 


The Marquis Salamanca, Marquis de St.

“After hiring horses and a native in- 
terpreter to act as guide we rode out of

few miles away, but found that it could 
not be done and we turned back. That 
night after we had gone.to bed, at 10:30, 
thoroughly tired out, we were aroused by 
the nolse of shells that were fired into 
Juarez by the insurrectos. We dressed 
hurriedly and went out into the streets, 
as every one else did, and for a time there 
was a panic, as {it was thought that the 
rebels would rush the place. The peaple 
were busy hiding their arms and valua- 
bles. We could see the lights moving 
abcut In the camp where the American 
troops were on the other side of the river, 
but they seemed a long way off. After 
waiting for three hours in suspense and 
drinking coffee to keep awake everything 
quieted down; the dogs ceased barking, 
and the Mexican Federal sentries on our 
side took another drink of aguadiente 
and dozed peacefully on their arms.”’

EXCHANGE OF ACCUSATIONS 





Discussion of the Bill to Close To-day 
and Final Vote May Be Taken 
To-night. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—State and 
party affillations were repeatedly broken 
in the House of Representatives to-day in 
the concluding hours of the fight on the 
Canadian Reciprocity bill. Demécrats de- 
nounced their fellow-Democrats for sup- 
porting a Republican protective principle, 
and Republicans hurled criticism against 
their fellow-Republicans for marching 
with the Democrats toward the free-trade 
goal. 

During the seven hours of debate twen- 
ty-four men spoke on the reciprocity 
measure. Two-thirds of them made pleas 
for its defeat in speeches of from one 
minute to half an hour in length, and in 
this number were two Democrats from 
North Carolina ard Republicans from 
many of the Northern States. 

The freedom of the debate against the 
bill brought forth frem Mr. Dalzell of 
Pennsylvania, leader of the opposition, 
the acknowled#@ment that Democratic 
Leader Underwood had been ‘“ exceeding- 
ly fair and generous’”’ to those opposed 
to. the bill.

Lords’ Veto Should Be Dead as the 
Crown’s Veto, He Tells Commons. 


LONDON, April 20.—In the debate on 
Clause 2 of the Lords’ Veto bill, which 
opened before a thin assemblage in the 
House -of Commons to-night, Premier 
Asquith declared that the Government 
would accept no amendments which would 
exclude from the clause any class of les- 
islation. The assumption ‘underlying the 
bill, he said, was that the House of 
Commons, representing the people, had 
provided checks in the House of Lords. 
They were not taking away its veto, but 
were only limiting its duration and scope. 

“The veto of the Crown is gone,” ex- 
claimed the Prime Minister. ‘‘It is as 
dead as Queen Anne. It has gone by dis- 
use, 80 Ought the veto of the House of 
Lords have gone.” 

‘+ When the House ef Lords turned itself 
into a permanent partisan ally of any 
particular party, continued Mr. Asquith, 
it became necessary to deal with it by 
legislation. The Liberal Party had re- 
ceived a mandate from the country for 
the bill, and would use the machinery 
created by it in this Parliament to carry 
out the objects the party had at heart. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the Opposition, 

said that the claim that the House of 
Commons should be omnipotent in leg- 
islation was a ‘‘ monstrous doctrine.’’ «it 
meant an absolute single chamber of 
government. He maintained that the 
electors did not know when they re- 
turned the Government that they were 
voting for Home Rule, the whole 
Stitution being sacrificed in a scandalous 
bargain between the Government and 
the Nationalists. 
Clause 2 ef the bill, which is designed 
to limit the powers of the House of 
Lords over legislation adopted by the 
first chamber, provides as follows: 

“Tf any bill other than a money bill is 
passed by the House of Commons in three 
successive sessions (whether of the same 
Pariiament or not) and having been sent 
up to the House of Lords at least one 
month before the end of the session, is 
rejected by the House of Lords in each 
of those sessions, that bill shall, on ‘its 
rejection for the third time by the House 
of Lords, unless the House of. Commons 
to the\contrary, be presented to 
his Majesty and become an act of Parlia- 
ment on the royal assent, notwithstand- 


ing that the House of Lords has not con- |; 


sented to the bill: Provided that this pro- 
vision shall not take effect unless two 
vears have elapsed between the date of 
the first introduction of the bill in the 
House of Commons and the date on which

ALL FOR MUTUALIZATION 





port All Reforme in the Interest 
of the Policy Holders. 





William A. Day, for the last five years 
Vice President of the HDaquitable Life As- 
surance Society, was elected President 
yesterday to succeed the late Paul Mor- 
ton. The meeting of the Directors was 
attended by thirty-one members of the 
board, of whom twenty-eight voted for 
Judge Day, the others not voting? be- 
cause they thought the selection of a new 
President should be further postponed. 
The Directors also discussed the proposal 
fully to mutualize the society, and put 
themselves on record im favor of mutual- 
ization if it could be brought about with- 
out protracted litigation and without a 
substantial reduction in the free surplus 
of the society. 
Superintendent of Insurance Hotchkiss 
appeared before the Directors and dls- 
cussed his attitude toward the mutuall- 
zation of the society and outlined the ne- 
gotiations which have had this end in 
view. The Directors gathered from his 
statement that he thought the election of 
@ successor to the late President should 
be allowed to go over until the mutuali- 
zation of the society had been accom- 
plished. This idea was later considered 
by the Directors, and the conclusion was 
reached that the board should fill the 
vacancy at once. The Nominating Com- 
mittee reported the name of Judge Day, 
and his election followed. 
The views of the board itn respect to 
mutualization were expressed in a reso- 
lution the, text of which was made publio 
in this statement issued after the meet- 
ing: 

Mutualization Desired. 

At their meeting to-day the Board of Di- 
rectors, after careful consideration, decided 
thut it was against the interests of the 
policy holders that the position of President 
should longer remain vacant. They accord- 
ingly proceeded to an election, with the 
result that Vice President William A. Day 
was unanimously elected to the office. 

The Directors also voted to continue the 
Bpoecial Committee on Mutualization, ap- 
pointed pursuant to a resolution adopted at 
the January meeting, consisting of Messrs. 
Spratt, Witherbee, Kernan, Mather, and 
Joy Morton, and also unanimously adopted 
the following resolution on the subject of 
mutuBligation: 

Resolved, That ft is the sense of this 
board that mutualization, as suggested by 
Supt. of Insurance Hotchkiss In his letter 
of Jan. 8 to Mr. Morgan, is desirable, viz., 
in a manner that will avoid protracted lithe 
gation or substantial reduction of the free 


surplus of the society, and that the Com- 
mittee on Mutuelization continue to co- 
operate with the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, the Trustees, and Mr. Morgan to that 
end. 

This committee, In consultation with Supt. 
of Insurance Hotchkiss, have had several 
meetings with Mr. Morgan’s Trustees, at 
which -waripus suggestions looking toward 
the complete mutualization of the society 
have been discussed. Notwithstanding the 
disposition of all concerned to favor mutual- 
ization, it has been found impracticable to 
carry the negotiations to a definite conclu- 
gion in view of Mr. Morgan's absence in 
Europe, to say nothing of the grave and 
difficult questions involved. .A majority of 
the present Directors are policy holders, who 
were elected by the votes of policy holders, 
and the board and President Day, who joins 
his associates in favoring mutualization, | 
may be counted upon to earnestly co-oper- 
ate in an effort to bring about some plan 
of mutualization which will be fair and just 
to the policy holders and to all of the in- 
teresta concerned.

His services in con- 
nection with the administrative and legal 
complications which followed the life in- 
surance investigation have brought him 
high commendation, Judge Dy was ap- 
pointed by President Cleveland an Auditor 
of the United States Treasury, and in the 
Roosevelt administration he was Assist- 
ant to the Attorney General of the United 
States, which post he resigned in 1905 to 
accept the Controllership of the Equi- 
table. On May 81, 1906, he was elected 
Vice President of the Equitable, a place 
which had been vacant since the resigna- 
tion of James H. Hyde. 


ENDS 56 YEARS IN SERVICE. 


Commissioner Shields Holds an Im. 
promptu Reception In His Office. 


Commissioner Shields celebrated yester- 
{day the fifty-sixth anniversary of his 
entering the service of the United States. 
Postmaster Edward <A. Morgan called 
early in the day to congratulate him, and 
in quick succession came Thomas Alex- 
ander and. Alexander Gilchrist, District 
Attorney Henry A, Wise and his staff, 
Abram J. Rose, Arthur M. King, William 
Michael Byrne, Hugh Gordon Miller, 
Clarence C, Houghton, Ernest BE. Bald- 
win, and other members of the bar. 

On April 80 Commissioner Shields will 
complete forty-two yeore in that office, 
and since May 1, 1888 he has held a 
clerkship he United States Circuit 
Court, an office that will be abolished on 
Jan, 1, 1912. In spite of his long service 
the Commissioner is still strong in mind 
and body, and before him are. arraigned 
important Federal prisoners. 

The Commissioner, said yesterday that 
when he entered the Federal service in 
1855 Franklin Pierce was President of 
the United States, and the slave question 
crisis had not been reached.

Like many others of this city’s old and 

rosperous residents, Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
ntyre began their married life sixty- 
four years ago on a modest income. Mr. 
Mcintyre’s parents were farming folk of 
Scotch extraction who settled in Johns- 
town, N. Y., almost a century ago, while 
Mrs. McIntyre’s father was a seedsman 
whose garden was opposite Mr. Mclin- 
tyre’s pharmacy, at rural Eighteenth 
Street and Broadway, when the then 
22-year-old druggist opened his first store.

When the McIntyres were married atxty 
years ago, Mra. McIntyre's family caus 
twelve huge wedding cakes to be baked, 
Six of the cakes were pound cakes and 
six were raisin cakes. The bride's par- 
ents, as was the custom in those day 
bought all the ingredients, mixed the 
and put the dough carefully in pans. In- 
stead of baking them themselves, how- 
ever, they took them to a public baker's. 
All wedding cakes were baked at public 
bakers’ in old New York. - 

In old New York, too, much more wed- 
ding cake than the guests could possibly 
eat was always prepared. It was towed 
away in air-tight tin boxes, after the 
wedding breakfast, and was kept by e 
bride for state occasions after she start- 
ed housekeeping. Mrs. McIntyre its known 
to have kept part of her wedding cake, 
like all good old-time housekeepers. Will- 
fam ibson, formerly special counsel 
for the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment in the Fe@eral appraisal cases, who, 
although he is 66 years old and white- 
haired himself, ts one of the McIntyres’s 
tons-in-law, says that he has eaten parts 
of that sixty-year-old wedding cake him- 
self on great occasions at the McIntyre 
home many times before. 

Mr. and Mrs. McIntyre were spending 
the day at Saugatuck with another son- 
in-law, Henry Smith, the Vanderbilt ar- 
chitect. But, Mr. Gibson told a Timgs 
reporter a number of anecdotes about the 
veteran druggist’s early life. 

“The eldest sona in the McIntyre fam- 
fly were all called James and were 
shepherds’ and heads of the McIntyre 
clan,” sald he. ‘They held a certain 
part of Scotland as their own, in feudal 
times, only having to pay the Scotch sov- 
ereign a snownpall every year for it. Ewen 
Mcintyre's father was a doctor. He lived 


before the American revolution and came 
to this country, settling in a Scotch set- 
tlement at Sunbury, Penn. He died, leav- 
ing his widow with two children. The 
Widow took the two children back to 
Scotland. But one of them, Ewen Mc- 
Intyre’s father, after growing to man- 
hood, came back to this country in the 
first years of the last century, and start- 
ed a farm at Johnstown, N. Y., where on 
Jan, 2), 1825 Ewen McIntyre was born. 
The boy worked on hjs father’s farm till 
he was 17 years old when he, came to 
this city and worked for a druggist on 
the east side until he went into business 
for himself. His store at Eighteenth Street 
and Broadway was very much in the 
country. There was a cow yard on one 
corner of Broadway, ana pigs were kept 
on the other. There was no water, and 
people carried pails to the pumps. There 
were no policemen, except watchmen, 
who came out at night and were called 
‘leather heads,’ if I remember my 
father-in-law’s story right. 

‘““ Nevertheless, rustic as it was, my 





father-in-law determined to open a mod- 
Vest little pharmacy of his own there. He 
had just been graduated from the Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, which had not yet 
been absorbed by Columbia University. 
He was an earnest, careful young man, 
and all the best physicians in town got 
in the habit of having their prescriptions 
put up by him. It so chanced that right 
opposite his store a seedman, named 
Thomas Bridgeman, had his garden. Mr. 
Bridgeman was a member of the Scottish 
clan of Campbell, and the ung drug- 
gist fell in love with his neighbor’s daugh- 
ter almost as soon as he opened the store. 
She was Emily Bridgeman, and the mar- 
riage took place on April 30, 18351. From 
that day to this Mr. and ‘Mrs. McIntyre 
have always lived in this city. As it 
prospered, they ee Fifteen chil- 
dren were born to them. Nine of thesé 
children are still alive, and there are more 
grandchildren than can readily count. 
I know that not one of us will fafl to at- 
tend the sixtieth wedding anniversary 4 
week from Sunday.”

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3,865 MILES’BY DIRECT WIRE. 


\New York Talks with Douglas, Ariz., 
Over the Longest Circuit Yet. 


Probably the longest direct telegraph 
wire ever used brought the Mexican war 
zone into as close touch with New York 
yesterday as Yonkers or the Jersey 
towns across the river. Over the wire for 
more than an hour The Associated Press, 
at Broadway and Dey Street, talked with 
its correspondent, Aloysius Coll, at Doug- 
las, Ariz., 3,865 miles away. The talk 


went over a tremendous rambling circuit, 
passing through Los Angeles, on the Pa- 
cific Coast; El Paso, Dallas, Kansas City, 
and Chicago. It was nevertheless as vig- 
orously talkative in ticks to the lay ear 
as the messages received from Washing- 
ton and Albany, just across the room. 

At 10:28 o'clock yesterday morning the 
manager of the New York office of The 
Associated Press asked the Western 
Union for a direct wire to Douglas, as he 
wanted to question Ris correspondent 
there about extracts from the report of 
Minister de la Barra, puvlished in Tum 
TIMES yesterday. At 10:34 word came to 
call Douglas, and almost instantaneously 
woumes ‘eked back: a 

Three minutes later The Assoctated 
Press correspondent. at Douglas was in 
the Douglas telegraph station, talking to 
his office. Not a city between here and 
Douglas picked up a word of the mea- 
sage. While he was finishing his. dis- 
patch the New York office was mimeo- 
graphing the first page of it and sending 
it to all the mewspapers in Manhattan 
that take The Associatea@ Press service.

TRIED TO KEEP CROKER 





Mayor Offered $12,000 Salary, Says 
the Retiring Chief—Ready to Serve 
City in an Advisory Capacity. 





It is probable that an entire reorganiza- 
tion of the administration of the fire 
fighting division of the Fire Department 
will follow the retirement of Chief Croker. 


He, himself, had frequently remarked of | 


late the difficulty in one chief super- 
vising the entire city. He found it pos- 
sible to cover only the large fires near 
his headquarters, or get to others too 
late to be of any real service. 

The plan under consideration is the ap- 
pointment of a full grade chief in each 
borough. Deputy Chiefs are now as- 
signed to ‘“‘ be in charge”’ in the outlying 
districts, but they are still deputies. The 
new plan would give them full power and 
like responsibility. he Mayor and Com- 
missioner Waldo are not yet ready to talk 
of the idea, but it is understoood that 
they are both favorably impressed with 
the scheme. 

Chief Croker reiteratea his statement 
yesterday that his retirement was purely 
voluntary, and added that the Mayor had 
even offered to see that his salary was 
increased if he would remain in the de- 
partment. The Mayor would not dis- 
cuss this or the rumor that he would soon 
offer the Chief another place in the city 
servica, 

“The Mayor was very kind,” saia the 
Chief. “He even offered to raise my 
Salary to $12,000 a year if I would stay 
in the department. But I could not ac- 
cept even under this inducement. It was 
en the Mayor’s order that my pension 
was fixed at $6,000, which is one-half of 
what my new salary would have been.”’ 

The Chief was asked about the offer of 
@ new post, and replied: “I told the 
Mayor that I would be glad to act in any 
capacity, as a consulting engineer or 
otherwise to assist him or any city de- 
partment, and that my time and services 
would be gratis. I shall always be ready 
to do this. 

“I intend to work with the Board of 
Fire Underwriters and the insurance com- 
panies, life, fire and casualty, and help 
them to see that the laws are enforced. 
I do not see any reason why a loft or 
factory building should not be as safé 
and as stringently safe-guarded as a 
theatre. 

“There is a pecullar situation in New 
York, however. We have different prob- 
lems to face than any large foreign city. 
The town is honeycombed with colonies 
of foreigners. They do not know Eng- 
lish and do not know huw to interpret the 
various ordinances and regulations made 
for protection of life and property. That

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BIDS FOR CATSKILL TUNNEL. 


Readvertised and to be Opened May 
16—Bonds of $3,300,000 Required. 


The Board of Water Supply has re- 
advertised for bids on the contracts for 
the construction of the deep pressure 
tunnel under Manhattan for the distri- 
bution of water from the Catskill system. 
The previous advertisement was with- 
drawn by the old board at Mayor Gay- 
nor’s order on the ground that the Cor- 
poration Counsel had not approved the 
form of contract and the specifications. 
Since that time there have been two 
changes in the membership of the board, 
Charles Strauss succeeding State Engineer 
Bensel as President and John F. Galvin 
succeeding Charles A. Shaw, who was 
forced out by the Mayor. 

The tunnel is to run under the island at 
a depth varying from 200 to 750 feet, and 
it has been estimated that it will cost at 
least $15,000,000. It will be the only tunnel 
of its kind in the world and one of the 


greatest engineering feats ever attempted. 

The bids will be opened on May 16, and 
will be distributed over four contracts 
known as Nos. 65, 63, 67, and 66. Bonds 
of the total amount of $3,300,000 will be 
required. 

The contracts are four, defining the 
route of the tunnel] as follows: Contract 
65—F'rom a point near University Heights, 
at Aqueduct and Burnside Avenues, under 
Aqueduct and Lind Avenues to the Har- 
lem River at 167th Street, near High- 
bridge; thence under Highbridge, St. 
Nicholas, and Morningside Parks to Cen- 
tral Park, near Eighth Avenue and 
Ninety-ninth Street. Contract 63—From &@

BARONESS WOULD VOID DEED. 


Wants de Graffenried’s Interest in 
Property Here Returned to Her. . 





Supreme Court Justice Hendrick yes- 
terday granted Gertrude Van Cortlandt, 
Baroness de Graffenried, permission to 
file an amended complaint in her suit 


against her titled second husband to an- 
‘nul a deed of one-half interest to him In 
the Empire Court Apartment House, at 
West End Avenue and Ninety-fifth 
Street. He observed, however, that he 
was ‘“‘somewhat apprehensive of such 
unwonted activity in a motion which has 
been pending and undisposeqd of since 
June 7, 1907... The Baron also got leave 
to file an amended answer to the suit. 
Baroness de Graffenried stated in her 
complaint that the Baron is now -: living 
in Geneva, Switzerland, where he has 
been an invalid for two years. She mar- 
ried him April 17, 1901, in Paris, and on 
Oct. 81 of that year executed a trust 
deed to provide for his support. This 
deed turned over to a trustee certain 
securities she had received from the 
estate of her late husband, Schuyler 
Hamilton. 
One of the conditions of the trust deed, 
she said, was that her new husband was 
to receive the net income of the securi- 
ties as long as he lived with her, and 
that on her death he should get all of 
the securities outright. But if he ceased 
to live with her, the Baroness says, then 
the trust deed was to become void, and 
the securities were to be returned to her. 
Later, she says, she had the securities 
sold and added other funds of her own 
to purchase the Empire Court Apart- 
ment House, She paid to him a portion 
of the rental equal to the income he had 
previously received under the trust deed 
provision she had made for him, she 
Says. But the Baron “ represented to her 
that {t was humiliating to him and con- 
trary to the customs of his native land 
to appear to be receiving money direct}, 
from his wife, and that-it would be de-

While no 
charges of wrongful intention have been 
made either against Senator McManus or 
Sevator Stephen J. Stilwell, who repre- 
sents the Borough of the Brunx in the 
Senate and is Chairman of the Codes 
Committee, or any other members of that 
committee, it is considered to be very 
strange that the bill was reported in its 


umamended form through this error, and 
its far-reaching result has been brought 
to the attention of at least one member 
whose calendar was marked so as to indi- 
cate clearly in what manner it should be 
corrected. 

The strange omission on the part of the 
Codes Committee to amend the bill after 
its defects were known is regarded here as 
of profound significance in view of the 
persistent talk in the Capitol corridors to 
the effect that horse racing would soon— 
and in a manner least expected—be re- 
stored in all its ancient glory. 

For the last few days men who are 
financially interested tn race tracks or 
racing have been flocking to the Capitol. 
Some of these men have been laboring 
with Gov. Dix with a view to gaining his 
approval of a bill which would undo what 
was accomplished by last year’s legisla- 
tion in the way of holding the owners 
and managers of race tracks directly re- 
spcrsible for violations of the anti-race 
track gambling law within the premises 
which they control. Under the old law 
all that the Directors needed to do itn or- 
der to escape responsibility was to post 
placards calling attention to the provis- 
ions of the penal law with reference to 
bockmaking and appoint special peace of- 
ficers who always managed to look the 
other way when they saw these provis- 
ions violated. 

The McManus bill was introduced on 
March 16. It is entitled “‘An act to 
amend the penal law relative to appoint- 
ment of special officers and of making 
arrest without lawful authority.” It 
amends Section 1,85 and 1,846 of the 
penal law. The introducer has always 
made it appear that the bill had been in- 
troduced to protect workmen from the 
high-handed methods of strikebreakers 
and especial officers employed in time of 
labor ¢isturbances, and that it had been 
asked for by labor unions who were rep- 
resented at the various hearings in sup- 
port of the provisions amending the first- 
rammed section so as to limit the appoint- 
ment of special peace off rs to citizens 
voting in the immedia‘> : -hborhood of 
the locality for which appointed. 


Race Tracks Exempt by the “Joker.” 


The “error,” or “ joker,” as some evil- 
minded persons at the Capitol are dis- 
posed to call it, appears in the samend- 
ments to Section 1,846. This section has 
to do with race tracks exclusively, and 
not at all with labor troubles. It pro- 
vides that any perton exercising the 
functions of a Deputy Sheriff, Marshal, 


policeman, constable, or peace officer 
anywhere except in places kept for Sum- 
ner resorts and in race track inclosures 
situated in the Counties of New York, 
Kings, and Westchester, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. Under the amendment 
presented by Senator McManus race 
tracks, wherever situated, would be 
exempt from the provisions of the above 
section. The printed bill does not show 
in this section any other change from the 
existing law, but at the very end the 
words: ‘“‘Are hereby exempted from the 
provisions of this act’’ appear, purport- 
ing to be the reading of the present law, 
whereas the law in fact reads: ‘Are 








(in order to 
ispecial officers from one race track to 


hereby ‘exempted from the provisions of 
this section.’’ 

“The word ‘act’ clearly referred to is 
the Penal Law itself, containing the anti- 
race track gambling law,” said J. O. 
Hammitt, Secretary and legislative rep- 
resentative of the Citizens’ Union, who 
discovered the error. ‘It was brought to 
the attention of a member of the Codes 
Committee, whose calendar was marked 
to indicate the mistake, and it is there- 
fore an evidence of very great careless- 
ness that the bill has been’ reported 
without amendment. 

‘“‘Of course, it is not likely that the 
Court of Appeals would hold that the 
Legislature intended anything so prepos- 
terous as to exempt the grounds of racing 
associations from all provisions of the 
pen2l law. The danger in the enactment 
of such a bill as tnis, however, tHat the 
Court of Appeals could be required to de- 
termine the question and in the meantime 
dilatory litigation might prevent the en- 
forcement of the anti-race track gambling 
laws for an entire season.”

Senator McManus said to the corre- 
spondent for THE TimgEs to-night that the 
bill had been introduced purely in the 
interest of labor organizations and with 
no thought of the rade tracks, and that 
he had hundreds of letters from the 
unions indorsing it.

ALBANY, April 20.—Radical changes in 
the labor laws are provided in bills intro- 


|duced in the Senate to-day to carry out 
ithe recommendations of the Wainwright 


| Committee on Employers’ Liability with 
‘reference to the prevention of accidents 
and fires in factories. The committee 
presented its report on this part of its 
investigation to-day. It criticises the ex- 
isting law on the subject as a “*‘ mass of 


unconnected attempts, uncorrelated and 
loosely organized, to do something to 
ameliorate the condition of the worker. 


The bill relating to fire prevention in 
factories requires each tenant or occu- 
pant of a core, used as a factory to 
provide and keep in good condition suit- 
able and adequate exits by windows, 
doors, stairways, ladders, or fire escapes 
for prompt egress in case of fire. Suitable 
apparatus for extinguishing or preventing 
fires must also be provided. The eme 
ployes must be instructed as to the use 
of exits, and in cases where there are 
fifty or more there must pve fire drills as 
often as directed by the State Commis- 
sioner of bor. 

Other bills carrying out the recommend- 
ations of the committee provide as fol- 
lows:: 

i—The increase in the number of Factor 

Inspectors of the Labor — from 

60 to 85, particularly in e higher and 

better paid grades. 

v—Increase of the power of the State De- 
partment of Labor to enable it to make 
rules to standardize the work of factory 
inspection and accident prevention. 

S—Changes of provisions of law as to 
buildings, so ag to increase the power and 
duties of the city building departments. 

4—Bringing within the jurisdiction of the 

State Labor Department the supervision of 

public work done by the State. 

5—Changes of certain clauses of the labor 
law, which have proved ineffective in actual 
administration by the department. 


For the prevention of accidents to eles- 
trical works the committee recommends 
that the Public Service Commission make 
and enforce rules for the protection of 
such men. 
| Referring to the enforcement of the 
| building laws, the committee says: 

“It was repeatedly brought out in the 
testimony presented to us that those sec- 
tions of the labor law dealing with scaf- 
folds, the covering of floors, the fencing 
of shafts and openings, and the protection 
of workmen on buildings in course of con- 
struction are constantly and flagrantly 
violated, particularly in New York City,

TO TAX OR NOT TO TAX? | 
' The income tax vote in the Senate at 
Albany records the practical disape| 
pearance of party lines, and correctly | 
reflects simflar cross-voting in individe | 
ual States, and a like division of the 
States of the Nation against each 
other, regardless of State politics. As| 
the poll now stands, twenty-five States 
have ratified the ‘amendment and 
twenty-one have either not voted or 
have rejected the proposal. There are 
Republicans and Democrats on both 
sides. On this basis it is futile to 
claim anything like such unanimity as 
might have been expected for a found- 
ling of Democratic paternity and Re- 
publican adoption. On the issue which 
a Republican President made ‘prac- 
tical because of harassment over 4 
tariff which could not be passed with- 
out Democratio votes there were twice 
as many Republicam nays as yeas.

Drx was elected upon a 
platform promising retrenchment. Bond 
issues, based upon indirect taxes, do 
not constitute a fulfillment of that 
promise. The interest upon the State 
debt will, within two years, cost $10,- 
000,000 annually, outside the regular 
expenses of the Government. It may 
be found necessary to impose a direct 
tax to meet the extraordinary ex- 
penses due to the Capitol fire. 

What form this tax might take is 
indicated in the last annual report of 
the New York Tax Reform Association. 
This association is advocating earnest- 
ly the proposal made by Mr. ALL@N R, 
Foots in 1899; to apportion the amount 
of taxes needed by the State upon the 
counties, in proportion to the revenue 
raised in each county for local pur- 
poses. The purpose of this plan is 
threefold. It would do away with the 
necessity of putting more burdens of 
special taxation upon business enter- 
prises; it would obviate the difficulties 
of “equalization,” and it would place 
a wholesome check upon the gross ex- 
penditures of the people in the State’s 
subdivisions. They would know and re- 
alize what they were paying for. In 
the case of the Capitol and the State 
Library they would loyally respond to 
Gov. Drx’s appeal, but they would have 
an incentive to economize in their local 
expenditures, so that they might pro- 
vide a“ue and proportional share of the 
State revenues. y 

Under this plan local extravagance 
would result in increasing somewhat a 
county’s share of the State burden. 
On the other hand the people of the 
counties, paying a direct tax, would 
seek to guard themselves through their 
legislators against State extravagance.

They have se- 
cured another investigation of what lit- 
tle remained of biologic researck work 
in that country, and, though its outcome 
has been a second Wwindivation of the sci- 
entists, they are moving steadily toward 
the end they have constantly had in 
mind—the complete suppression of animal 
experimentation.

By inference your observation, ‘‘ Nor is the 
scope of the decision limited even to the ag- 
gregate of proprietary articles all of which 
may now be sold at cut rates,’’ would lead the 
reader to believe that hereafter no manufac- 
turer of a M®edicinal preparation could legally 
regulate the retail price of his product. In- 
asmuch as the opinion of the court expressly 
pointed out the distinctlom, and in fact decided 
the case parfly on that ground, !{t wil] be of in- 
terest to your readers and an act of simple 


that the present decision does not In any man- 
ner affect the right of the holder of a United 
States patent to fix the retail prices on the 
subject of his invention. 

In the case in point the proprietors of a pro- 
prietary medicine, prepared according to a se- 
cret formula, sought to restrain a wholesale 
dealer from selling the article to druggists who 
refusedsto abide by the requirement of retail 
prices fixed by the manufacturer. The method 
of enforcing these prices was through so-called 
‘“agency’’ agreements, which purported to 
grant exclusive sales rights to the agent. One 
of the conditions imposed was that of main- 
taining fixed prices. 

Among other claims the complainant urged 
its rights were analogous to those se- 
cured to the holder of a patent. This the 
court denied, 

Hence, while this decision may affect manu- 
facturers of medicinal preparations who have 
depended upon agreements with druggists to 
maintain prices, it not only leaves undisturbed 
but confirms the right of a patentee to say 
what consumers must pay for his product. 
And as the same rights extend to the holder 
of a patent on a medicinal preparation, as to 
the owner of one covering a sewing machine, 
the era of ‘‘cut prices‘’ in the drug grade 
will not compel lower retail prices on patented 
articles guch as that handied by the under- 
signed. , € 

We might add that the term “ patent medi- 
cine’’ is a misnomer, as few of those so- 
called are actually protected by patent.

MILK CONSUMERS ADVISED. 


Any One Can Learn Whether Hie 
Dealer Purveys the Cleanest Milk, 


To the Hditor of The New York Times! 

The important dnd startling action which our 
Health Department has taken is to throw 
open to the public the results of its labora- 
tory examinationg of milk. Any consumer in 
the city who is suffictently interested in the 
purity of the milk delivered at his home to 
inquire may find;out its precise character by 
Minapecting the reports of the laboratory exam!- 
nations on file at the Health Department’s 
office. There he will see the list of dealers 
selling milk in the city, and opposite each 
name the numbers of bacteria found in his 
milk. These numbers give each milk a rating 
so that it is possible to observe which milk 
ig the purest, because the bacteria are fewest, 
and which is the most impure because the 
bacteria are most numerous. 

Because: vacteria and dirt travel together 
and because bacteria grow rapidly in milk 
mot properly iced, the groups of medical men 
who supervise the production of the “ certi- 
fied "* milks have established standards for 
the numbers of bacteria, believing the numbers 
to be an index of the care taken in matters 
of cleanliness and refrigeration. In New York 
City certified milk must contain not more 
than 80,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter. 
With such uw standard in mind, the examina- 
tion of the Health Department's reports of 
the condition of milk offered for sale by the 
several dealers is most interesting. 

The department should bef commended for 
the step it has taken in opening these reports 
to the public. It is greatly to the interests of 
publio health that the people should learn to 
judge of the character of milk by its labora- 
tory analyses. The milk consumer no longer 
need be in ignorance as to which milk is pure 
or which impure. The stimulation is directly 
applied to the milk dealers by the rating 
which they receive in the list to put into opera- 
tion the’ sanitary methods which alone will 
prevent large numbers of bacteria in their 
milk. 

The town of Montclair, N. J.. has at the 
present time the purest milk supply of any 
place in the United States. The factor chiefly 
responsible for accomplishing this has been 
the regular publication by its Board of Health 
of the results of the laboratory examinations 
for bacteria’ made of the milk of each dealer 
with the name of the dealer. The people of 
Montclair quickly settled thetr milk problem 
by bestowing their patronage upon thosé Geal- 
ers gelling the cleanest milk. The Department 
of Health of New York City is now offering 
the people the same opportunity, and in the 
interests of clean and safe milk it is the be- 
lief of the writer that this matter should be 
given wide publicity, so that thosé milk deal- 
ers who are endeavoring to give our city good 
milk and are at the top of the list may receive 
the public patronage, which tn the end will 
result in good milk for the entire city.

Many American doctors are engaged in the 
study of methods of carrying on scientific 
medical research here with a wiew to the 
further prosecution of such methods tn our in- 
stitutions at home. Distinguished members of 
the Medical Faculty of the Vienna University 
have declared themselves as inexpressibly sur- 
prised that such class legislation should be for 
one moment considered, In Austria-Hungary the 
ecntrol of public healtth measures of altkinds 
and. of medicine is in the hands of ‘‘ the reg- 
ular. profession ’’ under Governmental sanction 
and defense, and the enemies of medical prog- 
ress have no chance to get a hearing. Restric- 
tion of animal experimentation in America 
would be unquestionably subversive of the best 
interests of organized society, and if New York 
takes the lead“in establishing such an evil 
precedent the hands of the medical progress 
timepiece throughout the United States will 
be set back as least 200 years. Personally I 
am glad to see that the hard-shelled, ultra- 
conservatism and self-sufficiency of American 
medicine is being broken through and that the 
profession is beginning to realize that the time 
has come when silence is no longer equivalent 
to a well-directed cefense against the powers 
of darkness which are waging such merciless 
warfare upon the well-meaning and self-sacri- 
ficing benefactors of mankind. For this reason, 
it for none other, thé. anti-vaccination and 
anti-vivisection crusade of modern times may 
prove a blessing in disguise in cultivating a 
bit of fighting blood in veins that may have 
begun to grow sluggish with self-satisfaction.

Since the statement of Borough Pres!- 
dent McAneny last Monday cleared the 
subway atmosphere by making it evident 
that the Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company had no inside track in the 
competition and that its final terms wouid 
be weighed against the Brooklyn Rap‘d 
Transit proposals and any others which 
the city might recetve, subway offers, in 
the rumor stage, have followed each 
other in rapid ‘succession. Yesterday's 
crop had it that William G. McAdoo, 
President of the Hudson Companies, was 


and American capitalists that might bid. 
However, before the day was over W. G. 
Oakman, a Director of Mr. McAdoo’s 
system. and also of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit, said that there was no truth in 
this story so far as concerns Mr. Mc- 
Adoo, who is now in BHurope. 

From Chairman William R. Willeox of 
the Publio Service Commission the state- 
ment came that he had been approached 
by financial interests with a view 4o an- 
other offer, but whether this was the 
offer expected to be put in by interests 
friendly to the Interborough, or still an- 
other, Mr. Willcox did not say. At all 
events, there are various signs that the 


orough Company was almost certain to 
get through its proposition in some form 
or other has stimulated a very substan- 
tial competitive interest in the situation. 

If the Interborough follows its declared 
intention not to remain in the game un- 
less it receives the Broadway monopoly, 
which the city authorities announce they 
will refuse, the B. R. T., with its propo- 
sition in such shape that the Board of 
Estimate subway conferrees already re- 
gard it as most attractive, would un- 
doubtedly have the advantage of posi- 
tion, and any outside interest would have 
to bid quite as “high and quick’’ as the 
McAneny committee now invites the In- 
terborough to bid. No extended delay in 
the consideration of other offers would, 
it is understood, be granted, after the 
months allowed within which they might 
have been made. But it is quite as true 
at present that the field is not closed, 
with the Interborough and the B. R. T. 
contesting, as it is that the former will 
not have a walkover. :

Abroad—London Discounts Easier

Transactions on the Stock Exchange 
yesterday fell short of half the total 
which had been reached on Tuesday when 
the affairs of the Missouri Pacific became 
an influential factor in shaping the course 
The move- 
ment of prices was less important than 
it had been on either of the two preceding 
days, but the drift of the market partic- 
ularly. during the final trading was down- 
ward and net losses were recorded in a 
majority of the issues which oontributed 
to any substantial extent to the day’s 
operations. Missouri Pacific affairs were 


‘less of a factor, although the selection 





of new Directors for the road to take the 
place of those who withdrew two days 
ago was being watched with interest. 
After a considerable show of firmness in 
the early trading Missouri Pacific sold 
off rather sharply, but later recovered 
and closed just where it had the previous 
day. Two or three of the stocks which 
had been weaker than the rest of«the list 
at the.opening of the week before atten- 
tion became centred on Missouri Pacific 
developments were under renewed press- 
ure yesterday and showed losses in ex- 
cess of the average. .Among them were 
American Cotton Ol which showed a 
net loss of 1%, and Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical, which closed at a net decline 
of 1%. In the case of most of the other 
active issues the net recessions were con- 
fined to fractions. Losses of % !n Amal- 
gamated, 4 in Atchison, % in Reading. 
% in Southern Pacific, and % in Union 
Pacific and tn United States Steel were 
fairly illustrative of the declines in these 
stocks. A few of the more prominent is- 
sues, among them St. Pau! and Norfolk 
& Western, made fractional net gains. 

The commodities markets were higher 
vesterday, cotton as well as grain show- 
ing net advances for the day. The most 
noteworthy of these movements was the 
upturn in the May wheat option, the net 
advance tn which amounted to more than 
1 cent a bushel. This reflected no re- 
ported impairment of crop conditions at 
home, but rather the tnfluence of higher 
grain markets abroad. Short coverins 
and buying prompted by lower wheat 
conditions in portions of Germany com- 
bined to bring about sharp advances in 
some of the Puropean grain markets, and 
these were an important tnfluence in the 
trading in the wheat markets here. 

The Bank of England’s weekly report 
showed yesterday an increase of over 
$4,500,000 In reserves with an advance in 
the proportion of reserve to Ilabilities 
from 48.56 last week to 47.7 A year ago 
at this date the percentage of reserve 
stood at 50.68, and the present proportion 
of reserve is lower than that reported in 
the corresponding week of all but two 
out of the last ten years. The two years 
in which it was lower were 1907 dnd 1906. 
The loans of the bank decreased this past 
week by approximately $20,000,000. Dis- 
counts were easier in London and sterling 
exchange rates here again declined. The 
transactions of the banks with the Sub- 
Treasury reported yesterday showed a 
loss by the banks of over $600,000, which 
just about offset the previous gain re- 
ported by the banks since last Friday. 
The local money market was devoid of 
special feature.

WHEAT.—Wheat showed a strong advance 
and closed at the top prices for the day. The 
advance was started by a very pronounced 
change for the better in the European mar- 
xets. Every market {tn Europe showed an ad- 
vance of from Ic to 1%c a bushel, with the 
Budapest market up 5%c for April on a 
squeeze of shorts. Liverpool, Paris, Antwerp, 
and Berlin were strong, while Buenos Ayres 
was up 2i6c to 2%c at the opening, owing to 
small receipts and an active Continental de- 
mand, elosing at a further gain of %c. The 
Continent was a good bidder for wheat in 
America and export sales of between fifty 
end sixty loads of Manitoba were reported fol- 
lowing quite a@ large business on Wednesday. 
-art of the foreign strencth was due to the 
Prussian official report making the condition 
of wheat 76, or 8 points below last year, and 
rye 74, or 6 points below last year. For some 
time there ,has been evidence of a hardening 
tone in the Huropan markets, with the Con- 
tinent coming in from time to time and paying 
full prices for cash wheat.

The character of Liverpool advices, both pri- 
vate and public, the Impetus for the 
advance in the market during yesterday’s ses- 
sion. Official cables received early were much 
better than anticipated relative to the future 
department, while the spot division of the for- 
eign market was also unusually active, with 
sales of 15,000 reported at advancing 
prices. Foreigners were fair buyers in the 
local market during the day, and private 
cables were to the effect that a good business 
was transpiring at Manchester, especially in 
cloths, and that mills are generally under or- 
ders at improved prices for July-August and 
August-September shipments. The streneth of 
bar silver at London also attracted attention, 
and, as it is believed that financtal conditions 
in China are improving slowly. the opinion 
was expressed that buying for the account of 
the Orient can be expected tn somewhat larger 
volume. Some Liverpool authorities cabled 
rather bearishly, but these were decidedly in 
the minority. The good business which {s be- 
ing noted In foreign trade circles is resulting 
in a better inquiry in the Southern spot market 
from European spinners, and, although in 
many instances asking prices have been rather 
high, the demand noted has been encourag- 
ingly regarded. Predictions, moreover, are for 
an increase {n the export movement, and it is 
ostensible that the optimistic trade accounts 
from abrord are proving an offsetting factor 
to the generally unsatisfactory tenor of trade 
advices from domestic sources. 

Recently professional opera have been 
selling on the theory of a reaction and on the 
belief that Southern offerings will inorease ma- 
terlally on the bulge, while the disposition 
shown by some of the leading longs to reduce 
their lines also led to a feeling that the short 
side was most attractive, Dissne interests, 
however, were intimidated into covering yes- 
terday by @ renewal of support from spot in- 
terests, with Wall Street also a liberal buyer. 
The opinion expressed in conservative quarters 
was that, while bulls may have liquidated at 
various times, the cotton was well absorbed, 
and their position ts naturally a firmer one, 
being better able to support values when 
necessity arises.

Capers Pay 20 Per Cent. More Duty’ 
Under New Tariff. : 


It wae decided yesterday by the Board 
of United States General Appraisers that 
capers, under the Tariff act of 1009, will 
be classified as “pickles” and pay duty 
at the rate of 40 per cent. ad valorem. 
The action of the General Board sustains 
Collector Loeb, who returned the im- 
portations of many importers. 

The importing interests made several 
claims for duty rates lower than those 





assessed, but none of them is deemed 
meritorious by the board. 


The Aldrich- 
Payne law differs from the Dingley act 
of 1897 in the -provisions relating to 
pickles and pickled products, and this is 
responsible for the conflict between the 
Government and importers’ in the pres-- 
ent case. Under the old act, the Treas- 
ury Department attempted to impose a 
tax of 40 per cent. On the capers, on 


the ground that they were ‘*‘ vegetables.”’ 
The Court of Customs Appeals, however, 
reversed this classification and reduced 
the duty to 20 per cent., holding that the 
capers were ‘“unenumerated Tmanufact- 
ured articles.”’ 

Judge Waite, in his decision under the 

resent act, notes the changes in the 
aw and says that the new act is more 
general in its application than the pro- 
vision in Paragraph 241 of the act of 
31897. He says it will be observed that 
the term “ pickles’’ in Paragraph 253 is 
unlimited. It is broad enough, he says, 
to cover all kinds of pickles, whether 
vegetables within the meaning of the 
Tariff act or whether vegetable sub- 
stances which are used as pickles. The 
protests are therefore overruled.

THE WEATHER. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—The pressure chart 
of the world prepared Thursday morning at 
the central office of the Weather Bureau ex- 
1ibitted a remarkable series of severe storms 
and abnormally low pressures. There were six 
storms in all, one over the Jauan Sea, one 
over Alaska, one off the New Jersey Coast, 
one off the Newfoundland Banks, one over the 
British Isles, and one over Central Bibderia, 
The high pressure areas between the storms 
were relatively unimportant. Inoldentally 
mention is made of the coincidence of slight 
though fairly persistent, earth tremors during 
the day as shown by the Weather Bureau 
selsmography. 

Rains Wednesday night from the Ohfe Val- 
ley eastward were followed during Thursday 
by cleartne weather. and fair weather pre- 
vaila generally to-night over all sections, ex- 
cept the West Gulf States. It is considerably 
warmer in the Upper. Misstssipp! Valley and 
the Northwest. Elsewhere temperature changes 
were not of importance. 

Conditions are more or less unsettled over 
thé {Interior of the country, but generally fair 
weather ts indicated Friday and Saturday for 
all sections. 

Temperatures will. remain comparatively high 
in the centra! valleys and the Northwest, and 
they will rise in the middle plateau and the 
Mfddie Atlantic States. 

Winds along the New Fmngland Coast will be 
moderate north to northeast, becoming vartable; 
Middie Atlantic Ceast, light to moderate and 
variable: South Atlantic Coast, Hght -to mod- 
erate north to northeast.
